Infant  Mortality  Rate 
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The  health  of  the  city,  as  shown  by  the  statistics  given  herein, 
has  been  satisfactory. 

The  birth-rate  was  25-3  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  com- 
pared with  25-7  for  1930  and  an  average  of  26-6  for  the  previous 
ten  years. 


The  death-rate  was  15*9  j^er  1,000  compared  with  15-0  for 
1930  and  17*1  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

The  death-rate  w^as  therefore  1-2  per  1,000  of  the  population 
below'  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years.  In  1921  the  death- 
rate  was  16-8  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  first  appreciable  decline  in  the 
death-rate  coincided  with  the  betterment — by  increased  wages — • 
in  the  lot  of  the  working  classes.  There  has  been  a steady 
improvement  every  year  since  that  period.  Personally  I have 
noticed  a w'onderful  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  food  in 
the  homes  of  the  w^orking  classes  where  there  is  anything  approach- 
ing constant  employment  or  where  there  are  a few  members  of 
the  family  bringing  in  wages. 


y . a^te  Avas  94  per  1 ,000  births,  w Inch  repre- 
sents a decrease  ui)on  that  of  last  year,  Avhich  w^as  97. 

Ihe  reports  submitted  by  the  Child  Welfare  Committee  during  Child 
the  year  are  satisfactory.  The  attendances  at  the  clinics  are  fare, 
still  on  the  increase  as  well  as  the  visits  made  by  the  nurses  to 
mother  and  babies  in  their  homes.  The  latter  fuiiction  is  a very 
cssemial  link  in  the  chain  of  Child  Welfare  services,  as  no  mother 
can  be  compelled  to  bring  her  children  to  a Centre  for  advice,  and, 

moreover,  a great  many  mothers  are  either  unwillino-  or  unable 
to  do  so.  ®

The  gravity  of  the  position  in  regard  to  Housing  still  remains, 
notwithstanding  tliat  the  hiiilding  of  houses  is  being  y)ushed 
forward  strenuously  and  that  during  the  year  many  houses  have 
been  erected  by  the  Cor])oration.  The  number  of  houses  erected 
by  private  enterprise  is  negligible,  and  there  are  at  the  moment 
several  thousands  of  applications  from  persons  housed  under  bad 
conditions,  some  of  whom  are  well  able  to  pay  reasonable  rents 
for  accommodation  could  it  be  found. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  dwell  upon  the  position  of  families  whose 
accommodation  is  limited  to  only  one  room  for  all  purposes,  but 
it  is  clear  that  such  conditions  are  gravely  prejudicial  to  the  public 
health  and  the  welfare  of  the  citv,  and  whilst  there  is  a 
crying  demand  for  every  class  of  house,  no  matter  at  wiiat  rent, 
very  little  has  yet  been  done  for  the  la,rge  group  of  the  population 
who  stand  most  in  need  of,  and  who  are  unable  to  pay  for,  additional 
accommodation  The  pleas  made  by  applicants  to  assist  them 
in  obtaining  new  dwellings  are  pitiable. 

The  so-called  lifting-up  ” process  does  not  operate  at  present 
and,  having  regard  to  the  rate  of  building,  there  is  little  prospect 
that  it  will  operate  for  many  years  to  come.  When  a tenement 
owner  has  a good  room  vaca-nt  he  can  easily  secure  a tenant  with 
a emedl  family  or  no  family  who  wall  be  more  certain  to  pay  his  rent 
than  the  unfortunate  tenant  with  a large  family  in  the  basement. 
This  is  the  experience  of  everyone  who  has  an  intimate  know  ledge 
of  these  conditions. 

A feature  of  life  under  these  conditions  is  the  high  incidence 
of  infectious  disease  and  high  death-rate  from  disease  which  affect 
the  lungs,  especially  among  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and 
from  epidemic  diarrhoea  in  hot  seasons.  Factors  which  conduce 
to  this  result  are  the  greater  opportunities  for  infection  in  denselv 
populated  areas,  with  houses  overcrowfled  and  badly  arranged. 

The  solution  of  this  problem  must  bo  faced  with  courage  and 
energy.

One  cannot  expect  a great  reduction  hi  the  Tuberculosis 
incidence  and  mortality  in  Dublin  when  there  are  so  many  over- 
crowxled  one-room  dwellings  which  afford  a suitable  environment 
for  an  infection  which  is  ju'esumed  to  spread  by  close  contact. 
The  urgency  of  providing  necessitous  tuberculous  persons  with 
suitable  homes  at  a rental  which  they  can  afford,  cannot  be  too

I am  much  indebted  to  the  Registrar- General  for  his  courtesy 
in  furnishing  me  with  weekly  statistics  and  particulars  of  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year.  The  information  is  particularly 
valuable,  as  the  returns  for  eacli  week  are  available  early  in  the 
following  week. 


BIRTHS. 

In  1931,  10,425  births  were  registered,  or  in  the  ratio  of  25-3 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Of  the  total  births,  2,601  were  registered  in  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year,  2,782  in  the  second,  2,733  in  the  third,  and  2,309  in 
the  fourth. 

In  London  in  1931  the  birth-rate  was  equal  to  a rate  of  15-0 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  In  Edinburgh  the  figure 
was  16-2,  and  in  Glasgow  20-9.

DEATHS. 

The  deaths  in  the  City  of  Dublin  during  1931  numbered  6,562, 
or  in  the  ratio  of  15-9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  estimated  as 
405,126.  The  average  annual  rate  for  the  previous  10  years  was 
17-1  per  1,000;  the  rate  for  1931  therefore,  was  1-2  below  the 
average. 

The  rate  for  the  City — -lb- 9 per  1,000 — ^15-4  was  the  rate  on 
the  north  side  and  15*  6 on  the  south  side. 
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The  death-rate  was  lowest  (8*9)  iti  tlie  districts  of  Blaiichards- 
town  and  Castleknock  ; and  highest  (20-9)  in  the  district  of  South 
City  No.  2. 

Of  the  6,562  deaths  in  the  City,  2,288  were  registered  during 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  1,614  in  the  second,  1,166  in  the  tliird 
and  1,494  in  the  fourth  ; the  weekly  average  being  12()-2 

Deaths  in  Public  Institutions. 

Of  the  6,562  deaths  of  Dublin  residents,  3,050  occurred  in  Public 
Institutions,  or  46*5  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 

Deaths  from  the  Principal  Epidemic  Diseases.* 

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  principal  infective  diseases  was 
502,  or  at  the  rate  of  1-2  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared 
with  0-9  for  the  j^receding  year.  The  annual  average  rate  for 
the  previous  decade  was  1-3  per  1,000.

Influenza. — Deaths  from  this  cause  for  the  city  numbered  122, 
equivalent  to  0*30  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with 
0- 10  per  1,000  in  1930.  The  rate  for  the  north  side  was  0-34  per 
1,000  and  for  the  south  0*25  per  1,000. 

In  1930  the  rate  for  the  north  side  was  0-12  and  for  the  south 
0-08. 

Tuberculosis. — The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tlio 
disease  in  1931  was  814,  representing  1*98  per  1,000  of  the  popu- 
lation, as  compared  with  1-85  for  the  preceding  year. 

Of  the  deaths  in  1931,  617  were  ascribed  to  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis, or  1*50  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  197  to  other  forms 
of  the  disease,  or  0-48  per  1,000.  In  1930,  the  corresponding 
rates  were  1-44  and  0-41.

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DEATHS  FROM  INFECTIVE  DISEASES. 

Measles. 

There  were  229  deaths  registered,  equivalent  to  a death-rate  of 
•56  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  number  registered  during  last  year  was  85  and  the  average 
number  registered  annually  during  the  10  years  preceding  was  83. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

The  deaths  numbered  20,  e([ual  to  a mortality  rate  of  *04  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  During  the  previous  year  7 deaths  were 
recorded,  and  the  mean  number  registered  in  the  10  years,  1921- 
1930,  was  14, 


Whooping  Cough. 

31  deaths  were  registered,  corresponding  to  an  annual  ra-te  of 
•07  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

In  the  preceding  year  67  deaths  were  registered,  and  the  average 
number  recorded  in  the  years  1921-1930  was  71. 

Small-Pox. 

No  case  of  small- pox  occurred  in  the  City  during  the  year.  This 
is  a fortunate  circumstance  considering  that  the  disease  w'as  pre- 
valent in  England  during  the  year.  Under  these  circumstances 
there  is  always  danger  of  tlie  introduction  of  the  malady  into  this 
city,  and  it  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  on  all  classes  of  citizens 
that  the  only  preventive  Pvgaiust  this  disease  is  vaccination  and 
re-vaccination. 

Contacts  of  cases  occurring  on  board  ship  arriving  here  are  kept 
under  observation  during  the  incubation  period. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

There  were  no  deaths  recorded. 

Diarrhoeal  Diseases. 

144  deaths  occurred  of  children  under  two  years. 

The  number  registered  during  1930  was  150,  and  the  average 
during  the  last  10  years  was  222. 


Dysentery. 

There  was  1 death  registered  during  the  year.  The  number 
recorded  during  the  previous  10  years  was  14.

Diphtheria. 


The  deaths  ascribed  to  this  disease  numbered  72  equal  to  a death- 
rate  of  -17  per  1,000  of  the  total  population. 

During  last  year  78  deaths  were  registered,  and  the  average 
number  recorded  in  tlie  preceding  decade  was  4(). 


Enteric  (Typhoid)  Fever. 

Five  deaths  caused  by  Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever  were  registered, 
equivalent  to  an  annual  mortality  rate  of  -012  per  1,000  persons. 

In  1930  1 death  was  registered,  and  the  mean  number  annually 
recorded  in  the  period  1921-1930  was  6. 


Typhus  Fever. 

There  was  no  death  due  to  Typhus  Fever  during  the  year. 

In  the  10  years  ended  in  1930  the  deaths  ascribed  to  this  disease 
numbered  5.

Report  by  Dr.  Joseph  T.  Daniel,  Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer,  on 
Administration  of  Sanatorium  Benefit  for  Year. 

Table  A.  below  shows  the  total  number  of  attendances  of  old 
cases  at  the  Dispensa,ry  and  under  observation  at  the  beginning 
of  each  month  ; and  Table  B.  the  number  of  new  cases  examined 
at  the  Dispensary  each  month  during  the  year. 

Of  the  1,374  new  cases  examined  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
during  the  year,  763  were  found  to  be  Tuberculous.  Of  these 
479  suffered  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  284  from  Surgical 
Tuberculosis. 

Table  C.  shows  the  number  under  treatment  in  the  various 
Institutions  during  the  year. 

Table  1).  shows  the  number  of  visits  paid  by  nurses  during  the 
year.

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Report  by  Dr.  Dan.  Harrington,  L.R.C.P.  & S.I.,  Resident  Medical 

Superintendent. 

1 submit  returns  shewing  the  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
dealt  with  in  Crooksling  Hanatorium  for  the  year.  1931,  from 
January  1st — December  31st  (inclusive).  Of  the  numbers  under 
treatment  during  the  period  viz.  780,  235  or  30-1%  derived  such 
benefit  as  to  be  in  a condition  to  resume  their  normal  occupations 
on  discharge  from  the  Institution,  whilst  343  or  44%  were  so 
improved  as  not  to  be  a burden  on  the  community  if  they  were 
able  to  find  sufficient  employment,  suitable  to  their  impaired 
capacity  for  work,  that  would  by  its  monetary  vaJue  maintain 
them  in  the  condition  of  health  in  which  thev  left  the  Sanatorium. 

The  finding  or  establishment  of  this  suitable  employment  for 
the  restricted  capacity  for  work  in  the  discharged  patient  is  one 
of  the  greatest  problems  that  workers  in  Tuberculosis  have  to 
face.  Employers  of  unskilled  labour  are  not  philantrophists  and 
so  long  as  they  are  able  to  find  a surplus  of  workers  in  the  present 
state  of  the  labout  market,  must  not  be  expected  to  engage  any 
but  the  strong  and  fit.  The  vast  majority  of  our  patients  are 
drawn  from  the  unskilled  labouring  class.  Work-colonies  and 
post-Sanatorium  settlements  are  undoubtedly  good,  as  far  as  they 
go,  but  they  are,  naturally,  from  their  limited  number  only  able  to 
cope  with  a very  small  proportion  of  this  type  of  ex-patient. 
Moreover,  such  of  these  Work-therapy  and  After-care  colony 
centres  as  I have  seen,  and  recently  (last  July)  I had  the  adv^antage 
of  seeing,  amongst  others,  one  of  the  best  of  them,  Berg  en 
Bosch  ” at  Apildoorn  in  Holland  and  speaking  with  its  very  capable 
and  efficient  Medical-director,  Dr.  W.  Bronkhorst,  a most  en- 
thusiastic worker  in  this  form  of  treatment,  seem  to  deal  only 
with  the  unfit  of  the  skilled  trades,  painting,  carpentry,  watch- 
making, etc. 

The  question  is  what  are  you  going  to  do  with  the  impaired 
unskilled  labourer  ? You  have  to  think  not  in  individuals,  but  in 
hundreds  of  individuals.  Are  you  going  to  place  him  in  an  After- 
care work  colony  and  teach  him  a Trade,  or  on  a subsidized  term, 
and  pay  him  such  a wage  that  he  will  be  able  to  send  home  suffi- 
cient to  keep  the  wife  and  family,  for  most  of  these  men  are  married, 
and  any  of  the  Colonies  I have  seen  do  not  admit  wives  and 
families,  although,  I understand,  there  is  one  exception  in  England, 
or  are  we  to  continue  as  at  present — discharge  him  from  the 
Institution  to  his  home,  let  him  live  as  best  he  can  on  his 
“ disablement  benefit,”  attending  the  Dispensary,  drawing  “ home 
assistance  ” until  such  time  as  he  breaks  down  again  in  health, 
and  is  then  again  readmitted  to  the  Sanatorium  ? To  my  mind, 
of  course  providing  the  general  unemployment  question  in  the 
community  were  settled,  the  solution  of  the  problem  would  be 


very  simple.  Subsidize  botli  the  l^bnployer  and  the  impaired- 
worker  from  a State  Health  Fund.  Soim^  elaboration  of  the 
existing  National  Health  Insurance  scheme.  Bring  in  the  State, 
Employer  and  Impaired-employee  until  such  time  as  Medical 
research  may  possibly  find  a better  solution  in  that  cure  or  eradi- 
cation of  the  disease  we  all  hope  to  see. 

With  regard  to  the  two  classes  in  the  return,  viz.  not  im- 
proved ” and  “ refused  to  stay,”  I would  group  them  together— 
24-6  of  those  dealt  with  in  the  year.  My  reason  for  doing  so  is 
that  I look  upon  the  class  “ refused  to  stay  as  disseminators  o 
the  disease.  They  generally  have  a positive  reaction  to  Tubercle, 
in  the  sputum,  when  leaving  and  the  class  “ not  improved  re- 
turn to  their  homes.  No  doubt  some  of  this  latter  class  go  to 

Institutions  for  advanced  disease,  but  not  all. 

I have  in  former  reports  expressed  the  opinion  that  some  form 
of  compulsory  detention  or  deterrent  methods  should  be  adopted 
in  these  cases,  for  the  sake  of  the  community  at  large  particularly 
in  those  who  “ refused  to  stay,”  where  a positive  reaction  of  the 
sputum  has  been  found  on  admission  to  the  Institution.  I repeat 

it as  to  what  the  nature  of  restriction  should  be,  I must  leave 

to  some  other  authority. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  BERTHS  ACTS. 

The  Act  of  1907  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  November, 

^^An  Act  to  extend  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  came 
into  effect  1st  September,  1915.  It  may  be  cited  as  the  Noti- 
fication of  Births  (Extension)  Act,  and  together  ^'^th  the  pr^P^I 
Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Notification  of  Births  Acts,  190  / mm  19  o. 

The  Act  provides  for  the  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  every  birth — whether  the  child  be  alive  or  dead— vlthin 
36  hours  of  its  occurrence.  The  duty  of  notification  is  imposed 
upon  : — 

(a)  The  father  of  the  child,  if  actually  residing  in  the  house 

where  the  child  is  born  ; and 

(b)  Any  person  (i.e.,  medical  attendant,  midwife,  or  other  person) 
in  attendance  at  the  birth,  or  called  in  to  attend  on  the 
mother  within  six  hours  of  the  birth  taking  place. 

Failure  to  notify  entails  a penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  shillings. 
The  notification  of  a birth  is  additional  to,  and  not  in  substitution 
for,  the  registration  thereof.

Prenatal  V7ork. 

Expectant  mothers  are  seen  by  the  Medical  Officers  at  one  of 
the  12  Welfare  Clinics  hold  weekly  in  the  City,  including  the 
Added  Areas.  They  are  advised  and  where  necessary  referred  to 
the  Prenatal  Departments  of  the  Maternity  Hospital  for  their 
district. 

Dinners  are  supplied  free  for  expectant  mothers  for  two  months 
before  and  three  months  after  confinement  through  the  agency 
of  the  Wefiare  Department  of  the  St.  Mohn  Ambulance  Brigade 
at  four  different  diningrooms  subtending  slum  areas  in  the  City. 
The  funds  of  the  Brigade  are  supplemented  by  a Municipal  Grant 
of  £250  per  annum,  which  has  been  increased  recentty. 

Elastic  bandages  for  Varicose  Veins,  Pregnancy  Belts,  Glasses, 
etc.  are  supplied  free  to  necessitous  cases  on  certification  by  the 
Medical  Officers  through  the  Public  Health  Department. 

We  are  more  than  pleased  to  note  the  increase  in  numbers 
attending  the  Prenatal  Depa,rtments  of  the  three  Maternity  Hos- 
pitals consequent  on  the  co-ordination  of  all  agencies.

A Medical  Officer  and  two  nurses  attend  each  session,  babies 
under  one  year  are  weighed  and  where  necessary  referred  to  the 
Medical  Officer.  One  of  the  nursing  staff  gives  a short  talk  on 
infant  care  or  management  of  pregnancy,  etc.,  etc.  Children 
under  five  years  requiring  attention  are  referred  to  the  Medical 
Officer  as  are  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

Cases  requiring  special  treatment  are  referred  by  card  to  one  of 
the  special  departments  of  the  City  Hospitals. 

Glasses,  Orthopaedic  apparatus.  Trusses  for  Hernia,  &c.  are 
supplied  free  through  the  Health  Department  of  the  City  of 
Dublin  and  deformities,  squint,  &c.,  are  dealt  with  in  this  way. 

Cases  of  Dental  caries  are  referred  to  the  Municipal  Dental  Clinics 
or  to  the  Dental  Hospital.

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Supply  of  Dentures  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers. 

Last  year  arrangeineuts  were  completed  for  the  suj)])ly  of  dentures 
to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  who  were  in  receipt  of  Outdoor 
Relief  and  required  dentures  on  urgent  medical  grounds.  40 
Cases  were  completed. 

Recently  a scheme  has  been  inaugurated  through  the  Thrift 
Fiind  of  the  Babies’  Clubs  by  which  women  who  are  willing  to 
pay  in  whole  or  part  for  dentures  can  be  supplied  A^ith  same. 
Nine  cases  were  completed. 

Dental  Anaesthetics. 

Dental  cases  requiring  general  anaesthetic  were  referred  to  the 
Dental  Hospital  and  payment  made  for  the  anaesthetic,  through 
the  Public  Health  Department. 

Anti-Diphtheritic  Clinics. 

Sessions  are  at  present  held  four  da}^s  weekly — two  in  the 
Carnegie  Centre,  Lord  Edward  Street,  one  in  Lourdes  House, 
Buckingham  Street  and  one  in  St.  Andrew’s,  Mount  Street. 

Attendances  for  the  year — ^3,585. 

Re-Examination  Clinics. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  at  times  it  may  be  difficult  owing  to 
local  conditions  to  examine  certain  special  causes  at  the  ordinary 
Welfare  Clinics.  To  cater  for  these  and  other  cases  sent  to  us  we 
allocate  one  clinic  held  on  Saturday  mornings  at  the  Carnegie 
Centre  in  Lord  Edward  St.  Only  children  up  to  five  years  of  age 
are  seen.

We  feel  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  value  of  this  form  of 
Therapy  in  Rickets.  We  would  also  note  its  value  in  the  treat 
ment  of  tlie  hypersensitive — idghly  strung  child  " — several 
bad  cases  of  “ night  terrors,”  etc.  were  cured  bv  this  treatment. 
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Many  cases  who  couhl  not  aliord  j)aynient  for  treatment  were 
referred  to  us  here  by  outside  medical  men  in  the  City. 

Total  treatments  given — 5,687. 

We  would  like  to  be  in  a position  to  give  scientific  data  of  our 
results  but  so  far  there  has  not  been  sufficient  time  available  for 
the  Medical  Officer  to  do  more  than  superintend  tlie  treatments 
given. 

Dental  Clinics. 


Two  Clinics  held  weekly  in  the  Carnegie  Centre,  one  session  weekly 
in  Rathmines  Sub-centre,  for  mothers  and  children  up  to  five 
years  of  age.  A good  deal  of  conservative  work  has  been  done.

Babies  Clubs  Committee. 

The  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  old  city  are  held  in  the  Babies  Clid:)s 
and  through  the  agency  of  Municipal  grants  the  Club  distributes 
free  nutrients  such  as  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Malt  Extract,  Ovaltine, 
Virol,  etc.,  on  certification  by  the  Medical  Officer.  They  also 
acted  as  collectors,  through  Thrift  Funds,  for  the  dentures  supplied 
to  some  of  the  mothers. 

A great  debt  is  due  to  those  ladies  who  so  regularly  attended  at 
these  Clinics  and  helped  in  the  work  of  the  Scheme. 

Infant  Aid  Society. 

This  Society  having  the  use  of  an  office  and  milk  depot  in  the 
Carnegie  Centre  and  depots  throughout  the  City  have  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  distribution  of  milk  to  the  mothers  and  children 
embraced  by  the  Scheme.  They  are  in  receipt  of  a Municipal 
Grant  of  £650  month Iv.  They  ali:>o  distributed  dried  milks  and 
layettes  where  required.  We  would  note  their  co-operation 
especially  in  the  case  of  expectant  mothers  requiring  milk  diet — 
many  cases  of  albuminuria  w^ere  dealt  with  through  them. 


St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade — Welfare  Department. 

We  have  mentioned  the  work  of  the  Brigade  Welfare 
Lepartment  under  Prenatal  work.  Their  (H)-oj)eration  has  been 
of  great  assistance.  They  now  hav<‘,  four  j,)ining  Halls  functioning 
in  the  City,  all  subtending  slum  areas.  The  Dining  Halls  are 
bright,  cheerful  and  clean  and  the  mothers  are  given  an  atmosphere 
nior(‘  pheasant  than  their  home  ('iivironnuMit.

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INFANT  ADD  SOCIETY. 

Annual  Report. 

In  presenting  the  report  for  the  year  it  is  perhaps  not  inappro- 
priate to  describe  how  and  by  what  means  the  Infant  Aid  Society 
operates.  Founded  in  the  yea.r  1911  by  a small  band  of  willing 
workers  for  the  cause  of  Infant  Welfare  in  the  city,  it  has  gone 
steadily  forward,  and  is  now  an  organisation  of  no  ordinary  size. 
In  the  course  of  their  work  among  the  poor.  Dr.  Reddin,  Assistant 
Medical  Officer,  and  the  Nurses  of  the  Child  Welfare  Committee 
have  many  opportunities  of  discovering  cases  requiring  help  which 
they  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Society.  The  Captains  send  on 
these  cases  to  the  Voluntary  Visitors  who  visit  them  each  month, 
and  send  on  a detailed  report  of  the  condition  of  the  family,  and 
the  relief  given. 

Voluntary  Visitors. 

The  Visitors  regularly  call  on  the  poor  in  their  own  homes  and, 
besides  issuing  cards  for  free  milk,  have  many  opportunities  of 
doing  good,  such  as  obtaining  employment  and  giving  advice. 
Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  health  of  the  mother  and  infant, 
and  this  has  been  the  means  of  saving  many  valuable  lives.  The 
Visitors  take  a genuine  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  poor  families 
whom  they  visit,  and  new  workers  woidd  be  of  great  assistance  in 
some  of  the  districts  in  which  the  cases  have  become  more  numerous. 
The  mothers  have  always  shown  great  appreciation  of  this  solicitude 
and  care  bestowed  on  them  by  the  Visitors  and  the  Nurses.  During 
tJie  year  28,832  visits  were  j^aid  by  the  Voluntary  Visitors. 

Milk  Distribution. 

In  these  days,  when  such  a vigorous  campaign  is  being  waged 
on  behalf  of  clean  milk,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Society 
is  far  in  advance  of  the  times.  Cow’s  milk  is  the  most  valuable 
food  for  infants  and  children  ; but  when  precautions  are  not  taken 
to  avoid  contamination,  it  is  liable  to  contain  a large  number  of 
bacteria  or  germs,  which  may  be  harmful.  These  germs  gain 
access  to  the  milk  f]-om  (1)  diseased  cows;  (2)  dirty  cows;  (3) 
dirty  methods  of  milking  ; and  (4)  dirty  utensils.  The  regulations 
laid  down  for  the  ])roduction  of  certified  milk  from  tuberclin-tested 
herds  ensure  that  ail  these  sources  of  eontamination  are  eliminated. 

There  is  no  need  to  heat  Crade  A milk,  or  to  subject  it  to  aiiy 
other  artificial  process,  either  to  make  it  safe  or  to  prevent  it  from 
going  sour  ; being  produced  from  healthy  clean  cows  in  clean 
surroundings,  it  is  safe  and  will  keep  fresh  for  several  days.  In 
order  to  make  certain  that  the  milk  is  of  a consistently  high  standard 
bacteriological  examinations  arc^  made  at  fix^rpient  int(U‘vals,  and 
the  milk  is  regularly  subjected  to  analysis  by  the  olficials  of  the 
Fublic  Health  Department  of  tlu^  Corporation.  The  results  of 


these  tests  prove  that  the  milk  fulfils  the  eonditioiis  laid  down  for 
the  very  highest  quality. 

The  poor  mothers  recommended  to  the  Society  receive  free  one  pint 
of  milk  daily,  which  is  supplied  in  sterilised  bottles  with  airtight  discs. 

During  the  year  572,092  pints  of  milk  were  given  FREE  and 
42,197  sold  at  a reduced  rate. 

In  cases  where  milk  is  unsuitable  for  the  child,  Osterniilk,  Trufood 
and  other  patent  foods  are  given  on  the  Medical  Officer’s  recom- 
mendation. 

All  this  has  been  made  possible  by  the  A^ery  generous  grant  made 
to  the  Society  by  the  Dublin  Corporation  and  paid  through  the 
City  of  Dublin  Child  Welfare  Committee.  The  Commissioners  of 
the  Borough  of  Dublin  ver}^  generously  increased  the  grant  for 
the  past  year,  because  they  realised  that  the  Society  through  tlioir 
voluntary  workers  was  able  to  get  in  touch  wdth  the  families  Avho 
Avere  reodly  in  need  of  help,  and  could  provide  for  them  a supply 
of  milk,  Avhich  they  woidd  otherAAise  find  it  impossible  to  obtain. 

The  milk  depots,  15  in  number,  situated  in  the  x>oorest  parts  of 
the  city,  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Infant  Aid  Society  by  the 
Dublin  Corporation,  the  Committees  of  Assisi  House,  Lourdes 
House  and  Myra  House  ; Mrs.  Meade,  Children’s  Hall,  SandAA'ith 
Street  ; the  Sisters  of  Charity,  Gardiner  Street,  Henrietta  Street  and 
St.  Joseph’s  Hall  ; St.  Laurence  O’Toole’s  Babies’  Club  ; and  the 
Association  for  the  Housing  of  the  Very  Poor.  To  all  of  these 
Societies,  the  Committee  is  deeply  indebted,  as  also  to  the  Depot 
attendants  wdio  day  after  day  carry  out  their  arduous  duties,  and 
are  unfailingly  kind  to  the  poor. 

Patent  Foods. 

On  medical  recommendation  the  Society  has  supplied  99  cases 
Avith  free  Ostermilk,  and  17  cases  Avith  a free  supply  of  Trufood, 
Benger’s  Food,  etc.  The  total  amount  of  Ostermilk  giA’^en  free  for 
the  year  amounted  to  1,893  lbs.,  and  the  amount  of  Trufood  and 
Benger’s  Food,  Sr.  Laura’s  Food  to  114  tins. 


Garments. 


The  ScAving  Guild  attached  to  the  Society  make  up  layettes  for 
Infants,  and  during  the  year  1,439  garments  Avere  distributed.

Sewing  Guild. 


Me(4ings  of  tlu'  Sewing  Guild  are  held  wcrkly  by  Mrs.  Stack  and 
Mrs.  Howard,  Strand  Road,  Merrion  ; Mrs.  Cutfe,  Glemigearv  ; and 
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Present  action  Convent,  Terenure,  at  wliicli  members  attend  and 
make  u})  the  clothes.  If  preferred,  parcels  of  ent-ont  materials 
are  sent  tf)  those  who  wish  to  sew  at  home.  W orkers  are  also  needed 
for  this  l)ranch  of  the  Society’s  activities.  The  Committee  is 
grateful  to  the  pupils  of  Muckross  Convent  for  their  annual  con- 
tribution of  clothes.  During  the  year  the  Sewing  Guild  made 
1,423  garments  which  were  given  to  the  Voluntary  Visitors  to 
distribute  among  the  poor. 


Entertainments. 

The  various  entertainments  organised  by  the  Infant  Aid  Society 
have  added  very  substantially  to  the  funds.  Two  successful 
Bridge  Drives  Avere  organised  this  year  and  also  the  Annual  Dance, 
which  was  a most  enjoyable  affair.  The  Committee  is  very  grateful 
to  the  authorities  of  the  National  Greyhound  Racing  Co.  who  verv 
generously  granted  the  total  gate  proceeds  of  their  opening  night 
to  the  Societv.

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Shms  : 

140  cases  of  Ringworm  of  Scalp  were  found  during  the  year. 
The  treatment  of  112  of  these  w'as  eom])leted.  Of  18  scabies  the 
treatjneiit  of  15. was  completed.  In  the  Kos]>itals  where  X Ray  and 
Thallium  are  extensively  used  for  the  treatment  of  Ringworm  of 
the  Scalp  the  length  of  time  during  which  a child  is  excluded  from 
school  is  so  much  shorter  than  when  treated  by  other  means  that 
the  School  Medical  Officers  refer  the  children  to  these  Hospitals 
whenever  possible. 

1 case  of  Lupus  was  found  and  received  Violet  Ray. 

Alopecia,  whose  etiology  is  still  ujicertai]].,  is  found  more  fre- 
quently than  one  might  expect  amongst  school  children — 52  cases 
being  noted  during  the  year. 


Defective  Vision  : 

2,952  children  were  found  vith  Defective  Vision.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  of  2,568  cases  of  defective  vision  and  squint  referred 
for  treatment,  2,001  attended  Eye  De]:>artments,  and  had  treatment 
completed.  1,682  pairs  of  glasses  were  supplied — enquiries  always 
being  made  into  the  financial  conditions  of  the  parents,  most  of 
whom  were  unemployed.

8 artificial  eyes  were  supplied  to  cliildren  wfio  iiad  lost  their 
natural  eyes  as  results  of  accidents. 

llie  glasses  were  siq:»p]ied  until  March  1931  liy  ^lessrs.  O'Dea, 
and  fj’om  March  1931  by  Messrs.  Pollock.  In  April  a new  cojitract 
was  entered  into  for  the  supply  of  spectacles  to  school  children. 
In  former  contracts  the  glasses  were  supplied  at  a flat  rate  for 
Splieres,  Plano-Oyls  and  8phero-Cyls.  Under  the  present  contract 
the  cost  of  the  glasses  is  calculated  on  the  power  of  each  lens. 
Tills  necessitated  a considerable  amount  of  cleiical  work,  wheji  it 
is  considered  that  1,682  glasses  were  supplied  during  the  vear. 

Under  previous  contracts  glasses  were  supplied^  on  our  order 
at  the  premises  of  the  contractor.  Under  the  present  contract 
arrangements  have  been  made  to  carry  out  fittings,  et(\,  by  the 
contractor  at  tlie  Carnegie  Centre  on  three  afternoons  each  wo('k. 


Deformities  : 

Oi\e  child  founfl  with  Infantile  Paralysis  was  sent  to  Cappagh. 
Another  to  the  Cripples  Home,  Coolcs  Countv  Meath.  ddiree 
cases  were  sent  and  admitted  to  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Dublin, 
for  treatment,  which  also  admitted  one  child  found  with  Potts 
Caries,  and  two  with  marked  Genu  \ algum. 

One  child  found  with  Cleft  Palate  was  referred  to  the  Ihmtal 
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Clinic  ami  tittcd  with  an  Obturator  wliicli  will  in  time  assist  his 
articulation  which  is  at  present  very  defective. 

:J7  Ortho])acdic  appliances  (s])lints,  surgical  hoots,  etc.),  were 
issued.  This  number  includes  repairs  and  rcneAvals. 


School  Premises  : 

As  a gcjieral  revicAV  of  the  Hygiejiic  conditions  ])revalent  in  the 
Schools  "has  beeji  givcii  in  my  three  previous  reports,  repetition 
is  considered  unnecessary.  However,  some  slight  improvements 
were  noted  in  some  of  the  schools,  such  as  the  installation  of 
electric  light  and  the  distempering  of  walls  in  light  reflecting 
colours  ; erection  of  wash  basins  ; Bubble  fountains  have  been 
seen  replacing  the  old  fashioned  drinking  fountains  with  metal 
cup,  which  were  noted  on  previous  inspections  ; erection  of  lavatoiy 
doors  and  repairs  to  defective  lavatories  : condemned  sheds  were 
removed  and  new  class  rooms  erected. 


Cleanliness  : 

To  thoroughly  clean  large  overcrowded  schools  it  would  be 
advisable  to  provide  a “ Hotary  Cleaner.”  One  of  these  cleaners 
has  been  installed  by  the  Christian  Brothers  in  the  School  for 
Deaf  Children,  Cabra,  and  has  proved  a great  success.  An  example 
which  could  be  profitably  followed  by  most  of  the  large  city  schools. 


Drill  and  Physical  Ed^ication  : 

Reference  has  already  been  made  in  previous  Reports  to  this 
im2)ortajit  factor  in  school  life.  Jt  was  noted  in  ojie  of  the  large 
Christian  Brothers  Schools  that  an  amjfliflcr  Avas  used  during  drill 
A\hich  by  increasing  the  interest  of  the  boys  Avoidd  tend  to  greater 
efficiency. 


School  Meals  and  School  Honrs  : 

When  referring  in  my  other  Amiual  Reports  to  tlie  subject  of 
school  meals  for  necessitous  children,  I have  stressed  the  fact  that 
the  food  given  in  the  homes  consists  almost  solely  of  carbo-hydrates 
and  that  it  is  important  that  the  meal  provided  in  the  schools 
should  contain  such  essential  food  constituents  as  jwotehi,  fat  and 
vitamin.  It  has  been  noted  in  some,  but,  not  iii  all  of  the  schools 
in  which  free  meals  are  given  that  these  requirements  are  fulfilled. 

1 consider  a hot  mid-day  meal  is  essential  for  all  growing  children 
as  their  digestions  are  impaired  by  long  intervals  l)etwee]i  meals. 

A great  jiumber  of  cliildren,  other  than  those  of  the  necessitous 
poor,  have  been  found  on  inspection  to  be  suffering  from  mal- 
nutrition. This  is  not  due  to  lack  of  food  but  is  often  due  to  lack 
of  the  power  of  assimilation.  They  are  too  tired  in  the  late  after- 
noon to  digest  and  assimilate  food,  which,  if  given  at  12  or  1 o’clock  ' 
Mould  benefit  them,  Tliei'c  is  another  factor  also.  Majiy  of  the

schools  are  inadequately  heated  and  there  is  no  provision 
for  Tying  clothes  in  wet  weather.  A hot  mid-day  meal  won  d 
do  much  to  counteract  the  effect  of  this  on  the  J ® J 

and  would  increase  their  resistance  to  infectious  and  other  a*se  ‘ .

From  the  figures  given  above  it  will  be  seen,  that  an  enormous 
amount  of  radical  work  had  to  be  done  during  the  year.  As  1 
have  already  stated  the  Dental  Clinic  should  not  be  regarded  merely 
as  the  place  where  relief  is  given  to  childre]i  in  pahi  and  where 
wholesale  extractions  are  carried  out — (the  General  Hospital 
Dental  DepaJtments  must  be  utilised  for  the  latter  pur}>ose  for 
some  time  to  come),  but  rather  where  the  true  ideals  of  children’s 
dentistry  are  aimed  at,  viz.,  conservative  work  on  a large  scale, 
and  the  preservation  of  the  permanent  molars  in  the  young  child, 
with  the  conseepjent  guarantee  of  healthy  natural  teeth  in  adult 
life.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  is  not  entirely  possible  at  the 
moment  owing  to  the  vast  amount  of  arrears  of  dental  work 
existhig  in  this  City,  where  there  has  long  been  an  utter  neglect 
of  children’s  teeth. 


Hir  G.  Newman  in  his  Aiuiual  Keport  for  1928  states  : — 

“ When  a Scheme  has  been  working  for  two  or  three 
years  a whole-time  dentist  in  an  urban  area  can  usually 
deal  with  apju’oximately  5,000  children.  Nothing  is  more 
disastrous  to  the  efficienev  of  a dental  scheme  than  to 
require  a dentist  to  cover  a larger  district  than  he  can  deal 
with  adequately,  and  although  in  the  early  stages,  when 
the  numl)er  of  age  groups  dealt  witli  is  small,  he  may  bn 
able  to  spread  his  services  over  a wide  area,  the  steady 
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increase  hi  the  immbers  resulthig  from  tlie  inclusion  of 
new  age-groups  i\  ill  inevitably  result  in  difficulty  and  delay 
with  consequent  inefficiency,  unless  ste])s  are  taken  either 
to  reduce  his  area  or  to  increase  the  staff.” 

During  the  year  8,370  cliildrcn  were  found  to  be  in  urgent  need 
of  dental  treatment.  This  figure  merely  represents  those  children 
who  were  found  during  the  general  medical  examination  to  have 
obvious  dental  defects.  There  exists  possibly  another  30  per  cent, 
whose  teeth,  if  subjected  to  a more  particular  examination  would 
show  necessity  for  such  treatment  as  filling,  scaling,  etc. 

That  this  large  number  requiring  treatment  is  found  annually 
emphasises  the  fact  that  the  appointment  of  more  dentists  and 
the  establishment  of  more  dental  clinics,  is  an  urgent  necessity 
if  the  benefits  of  dental  treatment  are  to  be  extended  to  even  a 
small  proportion  of  the  large  school  population  of  over  70,000 
children. 

Cheeverstown  Convalescent  Home  : 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Committee  of  this  Home  who  very 
kindly  admitted  222  children  recommended  by  this  Department 
during  the  summer  months.  These  children  were  under  8 years 
of  age.  They  remained  from  two  to  four  weeks  and  in  all  cases 
returned  to  their  homes  greatly  improved  by  the  change  of  air 
and  good  food. 

This  Home  which  is  beautifully  situated  facing  the  Dublin 
Mountains  opened  for  the  Season  on  the  23rd  March  and  closed 
on  the  21st  November. 

The  children  are  taught  how  to  -wash  themselves  and  clean 
their  teeth  and  also  how  to  play  games  and  sing  songs. 

They  are  fully  provided  with  clothes  during  their  stay  and  in 
cases  where  their  own  are  very  poor,  supplied  with  an  outlit  when

Necessity  for  a Preventorium  : 

that  the  immediate  provision  of  a Preventorium  in  the  out- 
. I 3^  is  an  urgent  necessity  can  be  realised  wffien  we 

J^ote  that  the  number  of  children  found  in  the  Schools  during  the 
year  suffering  from  Malnutrition,  Anaemia  and  Debility  totalled 
^>375.  Many  of  these  are  the  offspiing  of  tubercular  parents 
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all  of  whom  are  iiofc  and  catmot  be  housed  in  a Sanatorium.  These 
children  are,  therefore,  living  in  contact  with  active  tubercular 
patients  and  will  hi  time  possibly  develop  the  disease  unless  they 
are  removed  to  a more  favourable  environment  such  as  a pre- 
ventorium, where  they  could  be  housed  and  taught  and  brought 
to  maturity  free  fj’oin  infection. 

DIAGNOSIS  AND  TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Scheme  for  the  Diagnosis  and  Treatment  of  Venereal 
Diseases  came  into  operation  in  January,  1919,  and  pi o\ ides 

free  and  efficient  treatment  for  sufferers.  r r,.  x + 

x\rrangements  were  made  for  the  establishment  of  a Ireatment 
Centre  and  Clinic  and  for  the  setting-apart  of  wards  for  in-patients 
at  Dr.  Steevens’  Hospital,  where  patients  are  enabled  to  enter 
through  the  outdoor  department  of  the  general  dispensaries. 

By  arrano-cment  with  the  authorities  of  Trinity  College,  tni- 
versity  College  and  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Medical  prac- 
titioners practising  in  the  City  can  obtain,  free,  scientific  reports 
on  any  material  obtained  from  a patient  suspected  to  be  sunering 
from  Venereal  Disease  and  skilled  assistance  in  treatment  is  place 
at  their  disposal.  Supplies  of  Salvarsan  substitutes  can  be  obtained 
by  Medical  practitioners  through  Dr.  Steevens’  Hospital.

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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

Bv-lavvs  have  been  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  1901,  whicli  deals  with  means  of  escape  from  fire 
in  Workshops  and  Factories  in  which  40  workers  or  less  are  em- 
ployed. 

The  By-laws  were  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Dublin  on  the  31st  day  of  January,  1925,  and  con- 
firmed by  the  Minister  for  Local  Government  and  Public  Health 
on  the  21st  April,  1925. 

The  By-laws  came  into  force  on  the  21st  April,  1925. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  principal  provisions  of  the 
said  By-laws  : — 

1.  Every  building  of  more  than  one  storey  used  as  a factory 
or  workshop  must  be  provided  with  adequate  stairs  or 
steps,  permanently  fixed,  adequately  lighted  by  natural 
or  artificial  means,  and  so  as  to  afford  the  best  access  prac- 
ticable from  every  part  of  the  factory  or  workshop  to  the 
ground  floor  of  the  building,  and  where  practicable  to  a 
street.  Such  stairs  or  steps  must  be  directly  connected 
with  all  parts  of  the  building,  and  be  provided  with  suit- 
able hand-rails. 

A period  of  twelve  months  from  21st  April,  1925,  is 
given  to  comply  with  the  above  requirements. 

II.  In  any  building  where  ten  or  more  are  employed,  or  readily 

inflammable  materials  or  explosives  are  stored  or  used, 
any  floor  used  for  factory  or  workshop  purposes  which  is 
thirty  feet  above  ground  level,  must,  in  addition  to  the' 
stairs  above-mentioned,  have — 

(1)  adequate  external  stairs  of  fire-proof  construction, 
or 

(2)  an  efficient  and  suitable  fire-escape,  or 

(3)  ready  and  safe  means  of  escape  to  the  roof  of  the 
building,  and,  where  practicable,  to  the  roof  of  the 
adjoining  building. 

III.  Every  factory  or  workshop  must  have,  in  every  room 

habitually  occupied  as  such,  at  least  one  window  or  other 
means  of  exit  situate  at  a distance  from  the  door  to  o{)en 
easily  outwards,  and  in  a suitable  position  for  easy  passage 
out.  8uch  window  is  to  be  distinctivelv  marked. 


IV.  All  now  buildings  orocted  after  this  date  must  comply  with 
these  By-laws. 

V.  The  owner  is  primarily  bound  to  execute  all  such  Avorks, 
and  do  all  such  things  as  are  necessary  to  bring  the  factory 
or  workshop  into  compliance  with  these  By-laws,  but  in 
certain  cases  has  a right  to  recover  from  the  occupier  any 
expense  so  incurred. 

VI.  Breaches  of  the  By-laws  are  punishable  by  a fine  of  £5,  and 
in  the  case  of  a continuing  offence  of  40s.  per  day,  after 
notice.

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  notice  to  provide  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  but  recommendations  were  made  in  three 
cases  and  adapted. 


CLEANSING  DEPARTMENT. 

Report  by  Mr.  E.  Fitzgerald,  Superintendent. 

The  work  of  this  Department  consists  of  cleaning  and  watering 
the  204  miles  of  streets  within  the  City,  and  the  periodical  emptying 
of  ashbins,  ashpits  and  street  gullies,  and  the  disposal  of  refuse 
collected  therefrom. 

Street  Cleansing  : 

All  the  streets  are  swept  weekly,  bi-weekly  and  thrice  weekly, 
depending  on  their  location,  etc.,  the  principal  streets  and  streets 
in  congested  areas  receiving  constant  daily  attention.  Eight  motor 
washing  and  sweeping  machines  are  utilised  for  washing  and  sweep- 
ing the  principal  thoroughfares  nightly.  For  the  year  ending 
March,  1931,  40,029  tons  of  streets  sweepings  were  collected  and 
disposed  of  on  the  various  tipping  grounds.  A number  of  local 
farmers,  during  slack  periods,  draw  a portion  of  this  for  manure 
and  top  dressing. 

On  Sunday  mornings  a number  of  principal  streets  and  streets 
in  congestcTl  areas  are  cleansed. 
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Domestic  Refuse  : 

In  all  areas  a thrice  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  made, 
excepting  shop  centre  areas  where  a collection  is  made  five  days 
per  week.  A standard  pattern  covered  bin  is  used  which  must 
be  placed  on  the  footway  for  collection,  excepting  tenement  houses 
which  are  provided  with  open  bins  and  collected  from  yards.  A 
fleet  of  34  five-ton  petrol  driven  tipping  vehicles  provided  with 
sliding  covers  to  prevent  scattering  of  the  contents  and  70  horse 
drawn  vehicles  are  utilised  for  the  collection  of  domestic  refuse. 

For  year  ending  March,  1931,  the  total  quantity  of  domestic  and 
trade  refuse  collected  w'as  98,372  tons  of  which  83,859  tons  were 
disposed  of  on  the  various  tipheads  and  14,530  tons  consumed 
at  the  Destructor.  The  quantity  dealt  with  per  working  day  was 
348-8  tons,  equivalent  to  an  annual  yield  of  306-7  tons  per  1,000  of 
population,  or  6-1  cwts.  per  person  per  annum. 

Ashpits  r 

The  number  of  ashpits  in  the  City  is  now  comparatively  small 
and  these  are  being  gradually  abolished  and  replaced  by  the 
standard  covered  dust  bin. 

There  are  48  conveniences  in  the  Citv  which  are  cleansed  and 
disinfected  daily. 

Cleansing  Propaganda  : 

With  a view  to  obtaining  the  co-operation  of  the  citizens  to 
reduce  the  output  of  refuse  and  to  avoid  littering  the  streets, 
attractively  coloured  gummed  slips  with  appropriate  reminders 
are  being  affixed  to  the  backs  of  envelopes  and  the  local  cinemas 
are  being  supplied  with  artistic  coloured  slides  containing  sketches 
and  suitable  slogans.

Since  the  last  report  the  Shops  Act,  1026,  has  ceased  to  operate. 

This  Act  regulated  the  hours  for  opening  and  closing  of  the 
Trades  carried  on  under  Drapery,  Outfitting,  Boots,  Furniture, 
etc.,  and  fixed  the  hour  for  opening  at  9 a.m.  and  closing  6 p.m.  on 
Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  6 30  p.m.  on  Friday  and 
8 30  p.m.  on  Saturday  and  prohibited  Sunday  trading. 

This  Act  was  in  force  for  a period  of  five  years  and  expired  on 
15th  July,  1930. 

The  Order  made  in  May,  1918,  was  then  reverted  to  under  which 
the  Shops  in  14  different  trades  are  required  to  close  at  7 p.m. 

each  evening  and  10  p.m.  on  Saturday,  there  being  no  reference 

to  the  hour  at  which  they  may  open.  There  is  no  restriction  as  to 
Sunday  trading  in  this  Order. 

At  the  end  of  last  year  the  townships  of  Rathmines  and 
Pembroke  came  into  the  City  of  Dublin  and  the  administration  of 
the  duties  in  connection  with  these  areas  under  the  Shops’  Acts 
were  undertaken  by  the  Dublin  Corporation. 

It  was  hoped  that  legislation  would  have  been  introduced  before 
this  which  would  regulate  the  hours  worked  by  assistants,  par- 
ticularly in  the  Dairy  Shops  and  small  Tobacconists,  in  the  former 
the  working  hours  are  usually  from  7.30  in  the  morning  until 
11.30  at  night. 

It  is  understood  that  a new  Act  is  in  preparation  which  will 
deal  with  some  of  the  grievances  under  which  the  assistants  in 
shoj)s  now  suffer.  As  the  need  for  this  legislation  is  very  acute 
it  is  hoped  it  will  receive  immediate  attention  and  soon  become  law.

REGULATIONS,  1928. 
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MUNICIPAL  BATHS  AND  WASH-HOUSE. 

The  returns  from  the  Baths  and  Wash-House  show  that  99,410 
persons  visited  the  establishment  during  the  12  months  ended 
the  31st  December,  1931,  and  the  income  amounted  to  £1,765  8s. 

During  the  ten  months  the  swimming  baths  were  open  they 
were  used  by  55,969  persons.  The  receipts  from  those  visitors 
came  to  £750  12s.  9d. 

During  the  season  the  first  class  swimming  bath  w^as  reserved 
every  Tuesday  afternoon  from  3 to  8 p.m.  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
females,  the  total  number  of  visitors  to  this  department  amounted 
to  2,920  producing  £41  19s.,  this  is  an  innovation,  having  for  its 
object  the  provision  of  an  opportunity  for  females  and  children 
learning  to  swim,  proper  facilities  for  the  female  sex  in  this  direction 
being  almost  negliable  in  Dublin. 

Pupils  from  the  “ Christian  Brothers,”  ” National  Schools,” 
‘‘  Catholic  Boy  Scouts,”  “ Boys  Brigade,”  and  “ Belvedere  News 
Boys,”  were  admitted  to  the  swimming  baths  during  the  season, 
to  the  number  of  6,634  at  a nominal  charge  of  one  penny  for  each 
boy. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  visits  were  made  after  the  ordinary 
closing  hours  by  Male,  and  seventy- eight  visits  by  Female  Swimming 
Clubs. 

The  sum  of  £177  16s.  represents  the  amount  of  pecuniary  support 
of  the  Swimming  Clubs  (Male  and  Female)  to  the  establishment 
during  the  year. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the  long  overdue  facilities  for  indoor 
bathing  in  the  City  are  provided,  swimming  will  be  made  a part 
of  the  education  of  every  child,  both  boy  and  girl,  given  proper 
land  instruction  there  is  little  trouble  in  getting  the  average  boy 
or  girl  to  swim  when  they  enter  the  water  under  the  control  of  an 
efficient  Instructor. 

The  Private  Reclining  Baths  were  availed  of  by  28,800  persons, 
of  this  number  7,831  were  females. 


The  Public  Wash-House  (Laundry)  was  visited  by  16,372  persons. 
The  income  derived  from  the  users  of  the  Wash  House  conveniences 
amounted  to  £327  8s.

The  3 samples  of  adulterated  butter  were  found  to  be  com- 
posed almost  entirely  of  fats  foreign  to  butter. 


ANALYSES  FOR  OTHER  PUBLIC  BODIES,  PRIVATE 

INDIVIDUALS,  Etc. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  samples  under  this  heading 
during  1931,  there  being  7,067  samples  analysed,  as  compared 
with  9,540.  This  decrease  is  mainly  duo  to  the  Greater  Dublin 
Act,  and  the  abolition  of  the  Pembroke  and  Rathmines  Councils, 
both  of  which  were  classified  under  the  above  heading  but  are 
now  included  in  the  returns  for  the  City  of  Dublin. 

The  salaries  and  fees  for  analvsis  received  in  connection  with

this  work  also  shows  a decrease  for  the  same  reason.  My  salaries 
from  Pembroke  and  Rathmines  ceasing  as  from  1st  April,  1931. 
This  year  they  amounted  to  £1,957  2s.  fid.  which  sum  was  lodged 
to  the  credit  of  the  Corporation  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
my  appointment.

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REPORT  ON  WATER  SUPPLY  OF  THE  CITY  OF  DUBLIN  FOR 

THE  YEAR  1931. 

The  passing  of  the  Greater  Dublin  Act  l)roiight  the  Boherna- 
breena  Supply,  which  served  Rathmines,  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  City  Engineer. 

My  duties  in  connection  with  the  Water  Supply  of  the  Old  City, 
were  those  transferred  to  me  from  the  late  Sir  Charles  Cameron, 
and  consisted  of  a daily  chemical  check  and  a monthly  analysis 
of  the  tap  water  (Vartry)  supplied  to  the  City  Laboratory. 

A eontinuation  of  these  analyses  meant  control  only  of  the 
Vartry  Supply,  and  on  the  change  over  I recommended  the  City 
Engineer  to  put  into  operation  a policy  which  I had  previously 
advocated,  namely,  to  make  arrangements  whereby  a systematic 
chemical,  microscopical,  and  bacteriological  control  of  the  City’s 
water  supply  could  be  maintained. 

Owing  to  the  distance  of  Roundwood  from  the  City,  certain 
difficulties  presented  themselves  regarding  the  change  advocated 
by  me. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report,  however,  that  arrangements 
were  found  possible  whereby  a change-over  from  the  old  method 
of  dealing  with  the  analytical  control  of  the  City  water  supply 
took  place  in  June,  and  that  now  fortnightly  samples  of  the  raw 
water,  of  the  water  after  filtration  and  of  the  supply,  are  examined 
chemically  and  microscopically. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  up  to  the  date  of  the 
change-over  (9th  June,  1931)  the  chemical  analysis  of  the  tap  water 
afforded  the  following  results  : —

MICROSCOPICAL  EXAMINATION. 

During  the  year  two  occurrences  of  note  took  place,  one  at 
Roundwood  and  the  other  at  Bohernabreena.  The  former  was  an 
unpleasant  visitation  of  the  diatom  Asterionella  formosa  which 
occnred  to  the  extent  of  23,000  per  cubic  centimetre  in  the  raw 
water.  The  trouble  apparently  started  in  the  north  Reservoir 
and  spread  to  the  South.  The  rate  of  filtration  was  interfered 
with  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  treat  the 

A 

water  with  copper  sulphate  to  kill  off  the  growth.  Fortunately 
no  trouble  was  experienced  from  tastes  or  odours. 

The  occurrence  at  Bohernabreena  was  caused  bv  the  severe 
floods  in  September,  the  Dodder  river  carrying  a large  amount 
of  mineral  contamination  into  the  reservoir.  The  water  became 
highly  discoloured  and  turbid  OAving  to  a suspension  of  clay  in  a 
colloidal  form.  Several  weeks  elapsed  before  the  water  assumed 
its  normal  characteristics.  The  results  of  analysis  during  this 
period  being  (juite  abnormal  were  not  taken  into  consideration 
when  calculating  the  average  results  above.

POSITION  OF  DUBLIN. 

The  City  of  Dublin  is  situate  in  latitude  53°  20'  38"  N.  ; loiigtitude 
()°  17'  30"  VV.  The  Area  of  the  City  coiiiprises  18,781  statute  acres 
of  land  and  160  acres  of  water — total  area  18,947.  In  the  City  of 
Dublin  Area  there  are  21-6  persons  to  an  acre.  The  average  number 
of  persons  per  acre  in  the  12  largest  Irish  towns  is  18*9.  In  Belfast 
the  number  is  only  25-9,  because  the  City  embraces  a considerable 
rural  area. 


Population. 

No  accurate  Census  of  the  population  of  Dublin  was  taken  before 
1804.  It  Avas  then  ascertained  to  be  167,889.  Earlier  in  the 
century  estimates  made  it  a few  thousand  greater.  The  abolition 
of  the  Irish  Parliament  probably  caused  a temporary  decline  in 
the  population.  In  1821  the  population  had  increased  to  178,603. 

In  following  decades  the  population  was  as  follows  : — 1831, 
204,155  ; 1841,  232,726  ; 1851,  258,369.  In  1861  it  had  declined 
to  254,808,  and  to  246,326  in  1871.  During  the  following  decade 
it  increased  to  249,602,  and  decreased  to  245,001  in  the  10  years 
ended  in  1891. 

In  1901  the  population  was,  according  to  the  Census,  290,638, 
and  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar- General  to  be  on  the  whole 
year  291,190. 

By  the  Census  of  1911  the  population  was  found  to  be  304,802 — 
147,656  males  and  157,146  females.  The  families  numbered 
62,635,  having  on  the  average  4-6  members.  There  were  35,477 
inhabited  houses,  Avith  an  average  number  of  8*2  per  house.  The 
statistics  did  not  apply  to  persons  in  Public  Institutions. 

It  Avas  not  until  1881  that  the  size  of  the  Dublin  Registration 
Area  Avas  increased  by  the  addition  of  Clontarf  and  Howth  No.  1 
Registration  District,  Coolock  and  Drumcondra  No.  1 Registra- 
tion District,  part  of  Einglas  and  Glasnevin,  and  parts  of 
PalmerstoAvn,  Blanch  ardstoAvii  and  Castleknock,  containing  a 
population  of  21,677.  This  addition  brought  the  suburban  popu- 
lation up  to  99,039,  which,  added  to  249,486  of  the  population 
of  the  City,  made  a total  of  348,525. 

In  1901  Kilmainham  Township,  the  Northern  suburbs,  and 
small  portions  of  the  County  of  Dublin  were  annexed  to  the  City, 
Avhereby  its  population  AV'as  increased  from  245,001  (in  April,  1891) 
to  209,638  in  1901.  The  population  of  the  remaining  ToAviiships 
was  then  estimated  up  to  the  middle  of  the  year  1901  as  84,891,  and 
that  of  the  City,  291,190.  Thus  in  the  middle  of  1901  the  estimated 
population  of  the  Dublin  Registration  Area  was  376,081. 

lly  the  Local  Government  (Dublin)  Act,  1930,  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Rathmines  and  Pembroke  AAere  dissolved  and  the  City 
Avas  extended  to  inclnde  these  tAvo  towuiships,  together  Avith  about 
6,800  acres.  The  entire  area  thus  added  to  the  City  was  about 
10,500  acres  and  the  added  population  almost  100,000.

In  the  middle  of  1913  the  population  of  the  Didilin  Metropolitan 
Area  was  estimated  to  be  406,000,  and  of  the  City  310,467. 

At  the  Census  in  1911  the  population  of  the  Registration  Area 
was  found  to  be  397,597,  and  of  the  City  304,802,  or  fewer  by 
4,936  than  the  estimated  population  in  the  middle  of  1911. 

The  Census  Returns  for  1911  showed  that  the  increase  of  popu- 
lation, though  considerable,  was  less  than  in  the  decade  ended 
in  1901. 

All  the  calculations  in  reference  to  deaths,  births,  etc.,  have 
been  based  on  the  estimated  populations  in  the  middle  of  1925, 
which  was  335,400  for  the  City  and  438,000  for  the  Registration 
Area. 

In  the  City  there  were,  according  to  the  Census  of  1911,  35,477 
inhabited,  and  1,954  uninhabited,  houses—total,  37,431.

HOUSING. 

The  total  number  of  houses,  belonging  to  the  Corporation, 
occupied  by  the  working  classes  was  6,150.  The  capital  expendi- 
ture to  31/3  /'31  was  £6,658,528. 

The  Iveagh  Play  Centre  erected  by  the  late  Lord  Iveagh  and 
situated  close  to  the  Carnegie  Centre  contains  eleven  class  rooms 
and  three  large  halls  for  drill  and  entertainments,  etc.,  also  rooms 
for  the  Lady  Superintendent  and  Teachers,  and  Caretaker’s  quarters, 
with  cloak  rooms,  lavatories,  etc.  It  is  open  five  evenings  and  one 
morning  each  week,  except  during  holidays,  for  children  between 
the  ages  of  3 and  14.  The  children  are  taught  dancing,  singing, 
and  the  total  attendances  for  1929  were  154,022  on  201  days — 
an  average  of  766*27  per  day.  In  order  that  the  building  may 
be  utilised  as  fully  as  possible,  the  late  Lord  Iveagh  endowed  it 
with  a gift  of  £10,000. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  the  Iveagh  Public  Baths  in  Bride 
Boad  (exclusive  of  the  competitors  and  spectators  at  the  Galas) 
were  33,310.  There  are  18  Private  Baths  for  men,  9 for  women, 
and  a Swimming  Pond  65  feet  in  length  and  30  feet  in  vidth. 

The  Tenement  Buildings  belonging  to  the  Trust  afford  accommo- 
dation for  588  families,  and  they  continue  to  let  well.  Details  as  to 
the  accommodation  provided  in  each  building  are  given  below. 
The  average  weekly  rent  per  room,  inclusive  of  Bates,  and  covering 
chimney  sweeping  and  the  use  of  Venetian  blinds,  is  2s.  od.
